moſt of his Epiſtle ) have the ſame ſenſe in gene- 
rall termes, 2. Pet. 2. Thatthe Angels which are 
greater inpower and might, bring not a rayling 
acculation,8&c. Yet that Mzchael did ever contend 
with the Divell, and contending did uſe ſuch mes 
deration, we read not any where recorded, but by 
our Apoſtle in this place. Some fay tiereforc, 
that this ſtory was a comman tradition amongſt 
the Ecebrewes, and from them our Apo- 
ſtle had it. Others, that it might be ſane Booke 
then extant, which is ſince periſhed, Clemens A- 
lexanarinus, and Athanaſius , name one intituled 
AyaClarns fs Munas z the Aicention of Adpſes : out 
of which provably it might be taken. And why 
not ſo, fince Saint Paw before him , quoted Ara- 
tus, Menander, and Epirenides, Certayne it is, 
that many bookes of Scripture are loſt : As the 
Num.2i, bookes of the Battels of the Lord , mentioned by 
1.4. Moſes. The booke of the Righteous cited by 70- 
7/19. 13, [hws, the bookes of Shemai4h the Prophet, 14do the 
Seer, and Nathan the Prophet : many of the 
workes of Salomon, and much of the Chronicles, 
Ourof one or oiher of whichthis tory might be 
iflerted, and receive like authority with thole 
which are of as obicure antiquity. Moſes doth no 
where report how Janxes aud 11zabres withſtood 
him, Saint Pax! Coth, 2. Tim. 2. 3.and morethen 
thattoo : for he ſayin, that our Saviour was feenc 
of, more thea of five hundred brethres at once, 
I.Cor.15, And tliat tacentibui Evangeliſt, the E- 
vangcliſts ſaying no ſuch thing. Saint Zuke bids 
5 remember Wit oug Saviour ſometime ſayce,

quoration for it, 4, 20.35. Andir is cafily tobe

Whether this bethe Archangels proper name,or 
Nv, may be a queſtion. Since ſome have doubted 
wether Angels have any proper or particular 
names whereby to be oiſtineuithc, afſraned them 
by God ; and have concluuicd tlie contrary. viz, 
:nat thoſe bleſſed fpirics have not any properor 
peculiar names. I he which opinion 7 .inchy hath 
tought moſt probable, anc ſeemess to mainrayne, 
And as for thoſ: n:mes which were given them 
in Scripture, x. tncy were given them onely for 
a time, to be diſti-guiſht by , while they were in 
employment among men : 2.to denote and imply

Andioofthereſt, And thus as they arc names 
of office, ſo were they not appropriate or perpe- 
tuall ; but eyther continued to them for the ſame 
purpole , or transferred to ſore who ſhould per- 
forme the ſame office, at the good will & pleaſure 
ef Almighty God, Neg,enim un tanium Angeliss

And that they have names in Heaven , may 
ſceme improbable, in this reipeR, becauſethe 
:ame reaſon holdeth not. It might bee requilite, 
that whileſt they were on Exrth, they ſhould have 
namecs,in regard of the weake capacity of hum ine 
Nature, w ho cannot otherwiſeor well diſtinoniſt 
£31985 but by theirnames ; which was the re2ſon 
why 4d'matthe firtt, impoſed names upon all 
creatures, As likewiſc to confirme the re: liry of 

cir PPEAarance , ts otherwiſe might LEE 
rloguies -ataſlicall, a mecre deceptio w/1{us, 01

to coophime their prediQions, by the name ofhim 
t11:t foxerold them 3 and ſothe Angeltels Mary 
11s nafrie , I am Gabriel, And Manoah did at 
tcaſt deſire the name of the Angel which appeared 
to him for that purpoſe. Or rather for ſome reaſon 
beſt knowne to him that impoſed them. But this 
reaſon ceaſeth in Heaven, where not onely God 
himſclte knoweth every Angel, but every Angel 
LnoweSeEvery of his fellows in particular. Beſides, 
ncyther have they any voyce, as being ſpirits, 
whereby names are to be expreſſed ; inaſmuch as 
all things in Heaven are done after a ſpirituall ma» 
ner, by divine revclation, or otherwiſe in an ex- 
prefſible ſort. Thus farre goeth Zanchy. And 
thus farre I lead the Cutious, whom 1 leave to 
their leyſure to determine of ſo unnecellary a que. 
re, Andif any will be turther troubleſome,I mult 
anſwer him as the Angel did Marneeh, lude.13.18. 
about the ſame queſtion ; Vhy askeft thou thus 
aſter their names, (ince they are ſecret * Neyther 
whether they have or not, can bee knowne : and 
in the filence of the Holy Gioft, to determine 
37 thing,imay be raſh and unwarrantable, 
The Archangel. 

This namc 1s colerved to bealwayesg ven to 
thc bderrer Angel, andis (till found inthe fingular 
number 3; whica hath given occaſion to ſome, to 
coubr,w.:cher there are moreti-C on Archangel, 
or no: Thatthere are many or moregmay be with - 
out quo tion, The general & mcre proper collecti- 
&f hence, ls this, that there are orders and dearecs 
in Heaven amoneſit thoſe bl: fled and glorious [pt- 
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rits : at Archangel ſuppoſeth an Angel, and ſo 
of the reſt. However in this particular , the 
Schooles may feeme to have beene too curious, 
oW ho out of Saint Paxl have added Thrones, Do- 
minations, Vertues, Principalities, Coleſſi 1. Out 
of Ezekiel Cherubims. Out of Eſay Seraphims : 
and this done, take their pen and definitively ſer 


"Cowne ninc orders or degrees. But how they will 


make them good, thats the Queſtion : for thatthe 
deduction is weake and unwarrantable, not able to 
overſway the contrary opinion of many other 
Learned , who though they hold ſome kinde of 
order and ſubordination amongſt the Angels, yer 
they are not {o bold as to affign in particular their 
deerces and orders : and to affirme athing ſo re- 
mote from our underſtanding, were neceſſary ey- 
ther ſome evident reaſon, or more firme authority 
then can be alleadged for fo determinate a num- 
ber : Eſſe Sedes, Dominationes, &c. That there are 
Tkrones,and Dorminations,and Principalities, &c., 
I c'oe firmely beleeve, ſayth S. Auſtin ; and thit 
they differin ſome ſort, but how I know not, nor 
do I think my ſclfe diſparaged by that ignorance. 
And for my owne part, when ſhould have occa. 
ſi-ntocccupy my bufines in ſuch great waters as 
thel{c,] would rather defire to be commended for 
my neat ſtroake in ſwimming over them, then for 
my $kil{ jn diving into them, 

Well, an Archanee!1 he is, Ynus de Principibus, 
a chicfe or principal Angel,as Yatablus there, Day. 
10.73. Thegreat Prince, Dan, 12.1, Bekarmine 
affirmes,that Michae/cver lincethe fall of Lacifer

's Heal of the glorious Angels : but hedoeth not 
tcllus how he came to becaoſen in Zacrfers coome 
OcnerRtaz he 1s the tutelar Angel of the Churcn 
Cutholike, and of tac Head thereof, the Pope 
with mny other offices which they pur upon hin 
without warrant, and to littls purpoſe, Some 
more probablethenany of theſe, have thought 
thathe was that very ſame Angel , which condu- 
Qed the children of Ifracl over the Red Sea, and 
inthe Vilderneſlc, in their voyage to the land of 
Canaan, ThisI am ſure of, notwithſtanding theſe 
opinions, he was reputed by Daniel, the chicte Pa- 
tron of the Iewes, andthe Defender of Gods 
people zandthereinatype of Chriſt, the true S2- 
viour of his Church. And ſo wee may conclude 
him heereas being now ſet in oppoſition againſt 
the Diycl, ina cauſc tending to the ſame purpoſe. 
And ſo much of the one patty contending, A7cha- 
I che Archangell. The other is the Divell : Zu- 
cifer, as,tis ſuppoſed, and ſo the Prince of Divels, 
to bethe Antagoniſt to the Prince of the Angels. 
However there is {7par conpreſſme , al uncquall 
match, and not likely to prevayle. Hee was once 
a puiſſant ſpirit, & of redoubtcd proweflc, whileſt 
he ſtood intire ; but having caught ſo damnable a 
fall as he did, hee was never fince able to recover 
tlie ſtrength he then loſt , and obtaine conqueſt in 
what ever quartre!l he did engage himſelte , as the 
iffue of this preſent confiiRt will proove. I hall 
therefore paſſe over his perſon, with the obſerva. 
tion of his malice and boldneſle ; who, as if not 
conſcious of his awne weakeneſle by his fall, dare 
y&

yet beare up, and iffront the Captaine of the Hea- 
venly Hoſt. His malice will not ſuffer him butto 
contend, though without hepe of vitory : ſtrive 


che will, beit at never ſo great giſadvantage. Our 


Savior himſelte muft not baulke his aflault, thogh 
he get nothing by the attempt, Mat.4.As for Saint 
Aichacland he, it ſeemes contention was ordina- 
1y betweene them 3 wee ſtill finde them figl:ting 
togethcr. Aſchactand his Angels,againſt the Di- 
velland his Angels, ina ſolemne fect Battell. And 
if we will uncerſtand there, by Michael, Chriſt, as 
S, Anſiincoth 3; Per Michaelem intellige Chriſtnm, 
It may confirme the care of our Saviour over his 
Church, who will never ſuffer it to want a Cham- 
pien, though himſclte go in perſontothe Batrell, 
A nd by that meancs,the Divcl and his forces ſhall 
{till be routed and put to flight: Andinthis ſtands 
our comfort, that maug re all his malice, wee ſhall 
be ableto be corquercurs, yea more then conque- 
Touts, in him that loveth us, and gave himſelf for 
vs. Roarc he way, Lion as he is; faſten he cannot: 
ſecke his pray he muſt, if h:ppily hee can ſo finde 
it, readi)y fetch it he c:nrct : wait hee muſt upon 
God for what he hath; Gocs permiſſion is the Di- 
vels commiſſion : where he pleaſeth to give vp his 
right, there onelythe Divell takes poſlc ſion : and 
of this we are ſure, that he will never tayle thoſe 
who put themſelves under the fhadow of his 


' wings, And thus much of theperfons conten- 


ding. Come wee now tothe matter of their con- 


tention, inthe next words : 


T he body of Moſes. 
There 
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There are that hold that Moſes never died, and 
interpret Gods burying of him, Deut.34. 6.0t his 
Tranſlation or Anvo7s ; and ſome ot the Fathers 
have made mention of a Booke ifiticuled to thati 
purpoſe, Arceris 5% Menu; the alcenſion or af- 
{umption of Moles into Heaven, as after we reade 
of Elijah, The which they rather veleeve, be- 

Ata:s 17,2, Caule theyare ſayd both of them to appcare, and 
calke with Chriſt in the transfiguration. Ithers 
have thought, that though Moſes indeed died, yet 
God did not bury him, butthat God appointed 
him the place of .his Sepulchre,and he there made 
a Cave,into the which he entred and dyed, accor. 
ding tothe word of the Lozd , and had noother 
mancr or Ceremony ot interring or inhumation : 
and {ot came to paſlc, that no man ever yet knew 
of his Sepulchre. But itis certaine,that both theſe 
are falſe:For firſt,that Moſes diced is evident, S0 Aer; 

ſes the ſervant of the Lora aired, Dem. 34.5. And that 
| being dead, he buried not himſclfe, 1s likewiſe 
plain in the words that follow,that The Lord baried 

7,7/e 6, him.Andhadit not beene lo, hisScpulchre nad ne= 
ver continued to this day unknowne. Let Moſes bu- 
ry himſclte never fo {ccretly , the Dive: would. 
have beene privy toit, (as we ſee he 1s heere not. 
withſtanding ) and no doubt would have eaſily 
acquiieted thoſe with it, whom it might concert 
for the future. It is certayne enough then, that 
Gad buried him : that is, as Interpreters generally 
agree, by the Miniftry of the Archangel) in the 
Text,or at leaſt together with ſome other appoin- 
i£dforthat purpoſe, A5/þar! yer having the chie?- 

En. eft 
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eſt hand in the deſigne. And ſurely ſome neede 
there was : Aoſes 1s no ſooner dead, and going to 
his grave, but the Divel would have arreſted the 
corps : and hence grew the preſent contention be- 
\tweene A/chael and him. 

The contents of this ſtrife; hath bred a various 
conceit amongſt Interpreters , and as it ordinarily 
falleth out in matters of this nature, one ſayth one 
thing, another,another. Ten ſeverall opinions 
are cited by Zorixws concerning this matter. I for- 
beare to cite them. The moſt generall and ſetled 
determination is : That whereas Michael would 
have buried Moſes privately, as Ged commanded, 
the Divel would have him buried openly and in 
publike view. And whcreas Michael would not 
have his Sepulchre knowne, the Divel labourcd 
by all meanes to publiſhir. Upon this, Michael re- 
fiſts 'him : the Divel urgeth the contrary , and 
hence aroſe the ſtrife. 

The Divelsintent, as it could not be good, ſo it 
might caſily be gheſt : viz. to wit, thatthereby he 
might draw-the people of 1/7ae/ to Idolatry,which 
were happily too prone already. Which God 
knowing, prevented them in This, asa further oc. 
caſfion, conveying his body away from them, 

Ir is cafie to be conceived, thatthey who wor- 
ſhipt the Brazen Serpent , might intime to come, 
worſhip the ſetter up of ir. Neyther could thoſe 
many {1gnes and wonders which he did amongſt 
them, chuſe but heighten the conceit of a deity, 
and cauſe them to worſhip himas a God after his 
death, whom they lo LY honoured 

2 in 
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in his life, Their preſent eſtimation muſt needes 

be eaſily improoved into future ſuperſtition. Be- 

ſides they had ſometime heard that of God to 

Moſes, Exod 7 1. Thave mage thee a Gol to Phi. 
ravh, and Aaron ſhalbe thy Prophet. And what 

comment they might have made upon thof: 

words, may probably be imagin=d. Aad though 

a dread body may ſceme but a cold argument ro 

perſwade divinity , and a ſp:Ricie ot Mortality 

might well have daſhithe conceit of a Deity; Yet 
conſidering how fooliſh ſuperſtition hath ever 

beene, Swperſtitio ſemper ſtolias + Superſtition was

Good Kings, Honourable Parents , Noble Bene- 

fa@ors, Couragious Warriours. And to this 4r- 

vobius & Lattantiue have alcribed the firſt original 

of all Idolatry.viz.the ſuperſtitious having of mes 

perionsin admiration after their deaths. Tupztey, 

 Mercary, Satarne, &c, what were they but men, 

who for their benefits and deſerts came at the firſt 

to be accounted for deties, And what 2 Was Mo- 

ſes behinde any of theſe, yea what were they in xe- 

ſpe othim 2 There aroſe not a Prophet fance in 

Iſrael like Moſes. whom the Lord knew face to face. In 

all the ſfienes and wonders whichthe LORD ſent hins 

9 ave in the Lana of Agypt io Pharaoh, avd 

79 
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$0 all bis ſervants, anato aff 5is laps, and in all that 
mighty hand, and in af the great terrour which Moſes 
ſhewed in the fight of all Iſrael, Dexs. ult. v. 10.11, 
12. Coald all Ifracl know this and not beerapt 
with morethen an ordinary caAceit of bis perſon, 
afcer his death, whom they welnigh adored in his 
lite. To put this ont of queſtion, it was, without 
.donbr, the cauſe why God hid his body. Neither 
can there bee any reaſon affiened why hee ſhould 
lodoe, faith Cor, 4 Lapide, but left the Tews ſhould 
worſhip him. This the Divel wel knew, andthat 
made him ſo carneſtly contend for his body,only 
that he might make an Idol! of it. 

Andif this may yet be thought incredible, let 
his dayly praQice prove it by experience. What 
ercater ſuperſtition hath hee brought in, in theſe 
later dayes, then by theſe meanes 4 What pilgri- 
mages; prayers, devotions , have beene given in 
way of homage to the Shrines of deceaſed Mar. 
tyrs ? What a treaſure of precious reliques hath 
hee raked out of the duſty graves of departed 
Saints, with which he beſots the mifled fancycs 
oftheſe dayes 2 We cannot but ſee to what excel. 
lent purpoſe the body of Moſes would have ſct- 
ved ; when we ſee ſo many armes, legges, hands, 
{cet, & fingers of Martyrs, to be had in ſuch reve- 
rentif not divine eſtimation. Good reaſon there 
was therfore, that Michael ſhoud ſtand up in the 
defence of it, & vindicate it out of his hands who 
would fo have proſtituted it to idolatrous uſes. 

Thus wee {ee what the Divel would have done 
had he had his will, Yet ſce the diligence of the 
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cunning deceyver : Omnem muvebit lapidens : Hee 
will not leave any ſtone unmooved,, to promote 
his intentions, no not a grave ſtone. The Divyel 
would fayne bee trying experiments on Moſes 
body. The grave ſhall not bee free from his mas 
lice, if he can prevayle : neyther at leaſt ſhallthey 
be tree from 1mpaſture , where realities fayle. If 
God will not let him touch the dead bodies of his, 
Saints, yet he doth often make uſe of their ſhapes : 
It the ſubſtance be denied him,the apparition ſhall 
ſerve turn to deceive. If Saul ſtand innced, Samuel 
fhall come up in the very mantle he uſed to wearc 
in his life time. But let it be our wiſdometo know 
theſe fleights, and our Chriſtian conrageto r&filt 
them. And thus much of the inatter about which 
they contended, The body of Moſes, I proceede 
tothe maner, how they contended , and that was 
by way of diſputation or diſcourſe ; - 
Alrercabantur, They d,ſputed. 

Touching Angelicall Jocution (to which this 
particular of my Text hath reference; ) Ir hath 
heene an ancient queſtion amoyg the Fathers, and 
occaſioned by divers places of Holy Wrir. The 
Seraphims ſtood upunir, &c. Eſay 6. 2. 3. And 
one Cryed tothe other, Holy, Holy, Holy, 1s the 
Lord God of Hoſts. Out of which that of Saint 
Ambreſe in his Te Deum, To theeall Angels Cry 
aloud, &c. To thee Cherubim and Seraphim 
continually doecry. So Zach. 2. Beholdthe An- 
gel which ſpake in me, went foorth, and another 
Angel went foorth to meet him, and Sayde unto 
him. More exprcfly inthe new Teſtament, Saine 
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Paul fayth , If T ſhall ſpake with the tongues of 
mer: and Angels, 1.Cor. 13, Which words have 
giyen much occaſion of diipute about this matter, 
Howeverthe words in themſclves arc interpre- 
red as ſpoken hyperbokcally, or by way of con- 
ceſlion, that is{uppoling the Angels had tongues, 
Þut in this point Saint Hicrome ſcemeth to have 
20nc as farre as ſovricety may lafely venture, and 
I conclude with him : Id immobiliter tenendum 
eſſe nulla modo in filentio agi militie caleſtis of ficia, 
5c. Thisis to bee holden, without doubt, trom 
the forenamed places of Scripture. Thatthe ſer- 
vices of the Heavenly Hoaſt are not performed in 
fence, and that the Angels have their maner of 
tongues , though farre difterent from all humane, 
Now, as tor their maner of ſpirituall Speech, or 
cxpreſhonof their Angelical thoughts one to ano- 
ther,thats the difficulty, And I hope there is none 
heere that will dchire any fatisfation in a mat- 
terof ſo ſublime ſpeculation. As for my owne 
part , I thinke that moſt true which Saint Aſtin 
pronounceth concerning this doubt: Neg, ſcirs, 
neg, affirmari poſſe, quanam ratiowe Anugeli wel 
ad aurem forinſecius wel 1n anins intus loyuantiur ho- 
minibus, ut aliquand lorutt ſunt : That it cannot 
be knowne or declared any way, how they ſpcaks 
eyther outwardly in our cares, or inwardly in our 
hearts, or amongſt themiclves one with another. 
Multa. nobis cogno[cenda in calo reſervavit : layth 
Zanchy very well,God hath reſerved many things 
tO be then known when we cometo heavens, and 


of which ſort is this 2xere, 
| © 
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It may ſuffice for our preſent purpoſe to know 
that this contention or diſputation, was reall, not 
imaginary or feigned. And as for what paſt in 
their diſcourſe, though we know nothing, yet we 
way well ſuſpect the contention to be very ſharpe 

on both fides : Mic/ael ſtanding in the cauſe of 
_ God, in the fulfilling of his command : and the 


Divel ſtanding in his owne , the advancement of * 


his malicious deſires. Who, notwithftanding the 
badneſle of his cauſe, yet being defeated of his in- 
tent, muſt needs bee eſpecially enraged, to have a 
limitation ſet on his power, in a matterthat ſo 
much concerned him te effec; and to be enjoined 
| filence in a ſecret, the diſclofingof which, muſt 
needs have beene ſo advantagious., Heereupon we 
may neceſſarily conceive him (as his nature is)to 
have burſt out into bitter blaſphemics and curſed 
ipcaking, And as it iscommonly knowne to bee 
the practiſe of thoſe that be of the weaker {ide,and 
are put to the worſt, to make up that in opprobri- 
ous {landers,ignominious taunts,and blaſphemous 
rayling, which his weakenefle and impotency 
could not bring to paſſe againſt ſo potent an Ad- 
verſary. Andthis muſt alſo be very remarkeablc, 
aS it ſeemes to bee the ground of the Holy Ghoſts 
obſ{crvation ; who much comends the Archangel 
in that he d1d not, pay pars referre, returne the like 
forthe like, cvill for cvill, rayling for rayling, re. 
viling for reviling , but rather ſayd mildely , The 

Lerdrebuke thee. - 
The Holy Ghoſt wittingly conceales the ſcan- 
dalous and blaſphemous language of the Divel,

And firft,I ſhall conſider 
it as ſcated inthe ſubje& of the Texr, inthe Pro- 
noune ile, Hee. The which thathee may appeare 
the more eminent,the Holy Ghoſt ſets him foorth 
withall histitles , and writeth his namear length, 
Michael the Archangel : or as the Originall more 
cxprefſively,8 emphatically,O'mizarr 5 Arehnnt, 
with a double Article. A mighty and pows 
erfull Angel, no doubt ; yet in the exerciſc 
of that power, how calme, how patient. The Di. 


. vell himſclfe withall his rayling cannot force a 


bitter ſpeech from him. The accuſer of mankind, 


the ſcorne of Angels, with all his urging Fnve- 
Rives, cannot exiract from him any other , but

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I cannot better exprefle this extraordinary ver-. 
tuc in him, then by looking how farre the contra- 
ry doth prevayle in our ſelves. With whoin it is 
uſuall juthis caſe, in Read of ſuffering tearmes of! 
reproach, to vie rayling with rayling,and reviling 
v/ith reviling, from which wee ſeldome defilt til 
our tart language hath fretred off the $kin of our 
Brothers reputation. How doth a poore word 
miſplaced oftentimes like a tonethrowne into the 
watcr , multiply it ſclte intoalmoſt numberlefſe. 
billowes-of contention ; and of one word in the 
ſpeech, become a hundred inthereply. It were 
well to be imagined what we would doe, it wee 
had ſomewhat of Saint Michaels power,who have 
{o little of his patience. Waich if wee chance to 
getat any time,good God, how do welordit? We 
are preſcntly at our ſenties qui vir fiems , you ſhall 
know what a maner of man I am. And inconclue. 
ſion, and asit we hadour power forno other end, 
but to ſerve our owne turnes inthis kinde, wee 1im- 
ploy 'it to little other uſe, then to revenge our 
{elves upon our weaker brother. In this generall 
defeR , I can but guide you to the example heere 
{ct before us. Mzchaet did not ſo, who being an 
Archangel,and of greater power then wee (inthe 
words of Saint Peter} duſt not bring ſd much 44 4 
rayling accuſation. SO much tor the perſon. 

Secondly conſider in the time, when it was 
ſhewne, intheſe words, When contending. 

The Sea is calme when no winde blowes upon 
it, and the rougheſt diſpoſitions are temperate,

wrath , and what will wee not doe when wee are 
angry 2 To be angry and not fin, eff plus quamiy. 
mavnm - more then mans nature is now ſuppoſed, 
capable of, Let but a matter of variance happen 
betwixtus, How quickly are wee moved © Letus 
but fall out, and then weetell one another their 
owne : and that in ſuch rc prochfull ſpeeches, as if 
we mcant to right our ſelves by rayling , juft like 
yong gameſters who throw away their cudgels, 
and goto hand blows : we leave our I-gall way of 
defence, and tall fowle upon each others perſons: 
and who common)y fo violent, as they (who like 
the Divelin my Text)hive the worſt cauſe, Foole 
and Raca, asit we paſt neyther for Hell, nor the 
Councill , may be taken tor civilltermes, amongſt 
'us at ſuch atime. Then is commonly the time, we 
bring our rayling accuſation againſt our brother : 
theneffluer,all ſhall out. Then whatſoever favour, 
frienc.ſhip, or familiarity , hath betrayed to our 
knowlcdgc,makes eſcape into the care ofthe ſtan- 
der by, tothe diſgrace of cach other. This and 
che like, if noc worle., is the eff::R of our contenti. 
on. Bur what doth Aichaet : this did nothe. He 
contencs, but revilc s not , reaſons, but railes not ; 
diſputes. but exclajme s not ; yea prevailes againſt 
his adverſa:y , yet meddles not with his perſon. 
And how well were it it our variances and diſz- 
greemen's could bee debated with the like mode- 
ration 2 Iu the meane time I leave thoſe that are. 
euiity heerein.ro conſider, {incethey are not M- 
chels. whothey muſt needs be 2 and while they 
tollow not hinr, wholc imit-tors they muſt n-ceſ- 
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farily acknowledge themſelves. I pafſe to the 
next particular, in which the patience of Michael 
is ſhewne , and that is in regard ofthe perſon hee 
contended withall, The Divell, It any thing mighr 
bc l.kely,to move him, it were to be gheſt che un. 
worthineſle of his Adverlary might. Let us bee 
hecrein our owne judges, what wee our ſclves 
would doc in the like caſe ; what doe we diſdayne 
more, then that our inferiour ſhould affront us * 
Should we ſeca baſc beggar dare to contend with 
os, in any matter that concernes us , how hardly 
ſhould we forbearc to ſct upon him with contu- 
mclious words, and tcll him his owne in downe 
right termes. And yet there is ſome compariſon 
between him and us, where as there was none be- 
twixt him and the Divecl}. Admit a peaſant ſhould 
raile ona mighty Prince, would we nor admire his 
patiencez or would there not be fonnes of Zerviah 
£now by,to call him dead dog for his paynes. And 
certainly , what could bee more unworthy this 
glorious Saint, then the oppoſition of a damned 
ſpirit : the power of darkenefle {et againſt the po. 


wer of God, the accuſcrotthe brethren, againſt - 


the Champion of the Church : Hcllto vaunt it 
ſelfe againſt Heaven : and how could Michae? 
chuſe but tell him ſo 7 Thon enemy of Mankinde, 
thou miniſter of dark:n<fſe, thou heyre of perdi- 
tion , thou vaſlall, thou mucderer, thou tempter, 
thou deſtroyer , who art thou that oppoſeſt thy 

{clfc ag inſtthe meſſenger of the living God? And 
yet Afichael forbeares. And what ſhall I now adde 
to peric the commendations of ſo high deſerts * 
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What can I further addcto illuſtrate the unpara. 
Ic1d patience of the Archangel 2 
And yet I may ſecmeto have ſayd toomuch by 
all I have ſayd tutherto already by that that fol- 
"lowes: He Darſt nat bring ara1ling accuſation. That 
he did nat was a marvell : but if needurſt not, no 
wonder it ke did not, And this may ſceme, in. 
diguuw Mibatle, unworthy of Michael, and de- 
rogatc from his wotthy example. Feare is little 
better then paticnce pertorce. Butthis is as praiſe 
worthy asthe reſt. He durſt not,becauſe he would 
not, Et ideo nollet cum poſſes ne nos faciles eſſemus ad E/i#19 in (oe, 
malcdicenduw cuiquam : Therefore hee would not 
when he could, that he might notbee an example 
tous of doing the like. And Saint Hierome more 
emphatically : Herebatur quidem diabolus maled;- 
tum, ſtd per Archangel: 0 blaſpherwia exire , non de- 
Sgit ; The Divell indeed deſerved malediction, 
but it became netan Archangel to pronounce it : 
He deſerved a rayling acculation,butit ſtood nor 
with the dignity of ſo great a perſon to bring it. 
Blaſphemy and curſed ſpeaking onght not to pro- 
cecd from ſacred lips: Michael will regard his own 
perſon beforc his revenge, which how juſt ſocver, 
vet was not he a fit inſtrument to inflict it. 

And now, Beloved, let the ſame minde bee in 
you which was in him. It concernes us likewife to 
and upon enr reputation. Let ns conſider what 
weare, Chriſtians : an hotiourable title, and not 
to bee ſtzynd with blaſphemy. When the fro- 
wardneſlc of our nature would prompt us to un- 
civill language, weminerimus nos Chriſtianss eſſe, 
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remember we? that wee are Chriſtians : and then 
fay, Merentur quidem impil maledicta , ſed per os 
Chriſtianorum exire now debent + Wicked men de- 
ſervecurting for curſing , but that muſt not pro- 
cced out of Chriſtians mouthes, Wee are Chri- 
ſtians, and ought therefore rather to learne of 
Chriſt, to be lowly and mecke ; Learne of me for 


2444,11.29, Iam lowly and mecke : not rendring evill for e- 


vill, nor rebuke for rebuke, 1. Pet. 3. 9. Wee are 
heyres of bleſſing, 1. Pet. 8.9. And therefore 
bleſle them that curſe you, Marr.5.44. Yea blefle, 
I {ay, and curſc not, Rom. 12.14. Let your patient 
minde be knowne to all men, Phil. 4.5. Weeare 
reviled, and yet we blcſle, fayth Saint Paul, x. Cor, 
4.12. And all this becauſe wee are Chriftians: 
Memento n0mingtui. I have heard of ſome, that 
have forgotten it : remember thy name” which 
thou ſo often forgetteſt, tis Chriſtiin. Speak but 
Chriſtian from thy heart, and then revile if thay 
canſt. Afchaet could haverayled ; butſtay, Fes 
ſum Michael : and then Ovz #/ 'Aunce wie inoviſuue 
Gazognpuicg; He darſi not bring a rayling accnſ tion, 
3ut yct anothc rrealon rem 'ynes 3 why Micha. 
e&/ would not curſe. Hce rem-mbers, as hee was 
now Mirhacl, ſorhe Divell was once Lacrifer. And 
theroto-s be would nat doen : Ob exceflentiam na- 
ture J1u1; agncſcebat in diabols - forthe exce)len- 
CY Ol t53t nin we he acknowledged in the perſon 
ot the Divel. Quamvs aloqu: jure poſſet maledice- 
re, although uct if for lus finne and detection 
trom Goo, he con'd have defervedly reviled him. 
The LDivcl was once an Apgel of glorious cxcel- 
| lency . 
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lency : 4t cecidit, but he tell from thateſtate, Once 
he wasin the height of ſplendour, and had his 
name from it, The bright m01ning ſtarre z at ceci- 
et i//a ſiefa,but that ſtar is fallen, As a creature, ſo 
yer he is. xcellent, though accurſed as a Divel z he 

is an Angel ſtill thouzh an evill one, 
And..ccordivg to this is that ofa good Author 
truc, Aatcdtcere eft adeo illicitam,ut peceatums fit ma- 
ledicere arabelo : Tt is fo tarte unlawtullteo curſe, 
tli.titiSafinrocurſe ths Divell. Yeathe Son of 
Syrach |1mfclte ſaith : When the ungodly curſeth 
the Div-l, he curſcth is owne ſoule, Ecclus, 21.

Cauic1n regard of (11, he,that is the ungodiy man, 
is ike the Dive], & He delerveth not to be curſed 
but for his ſin: & what man is he that ſfinnerh not?

And whereas wee curſe 
him as a cauſe of our {inne, (as too many doc)and

And if any man 
dare be ſo bold as to ſay with the proud Phariſie,I 
am not as this Publican my brother;I wil ſay with 
the Publicane, Lord be mcrciful ro me a finner, 
And therefore as for thoſe whoſecheat will not 
ſuffer them to let paſle by injuries done unto them 
by their ungodly brethren , Let them take heede 
how they encroach upon Gods right : we may be 
200 violent in our owne cauſe, and many times 
mect with an Adverſary that may bee too potent 
forus. Andthe ſafeſt way inthis caſe is, tocom- 
mit our-cauſe to God, who isable, and to whom 
properly it bclengeth to wreake our injuries, and 
require them at the hands of the wicked that riſe 
up againſt us. David will ſay, The Lord Judg be- 
tweene me and thee,and the Lord avenge me 8c, 
letus referour cauſe to God. And as hee did in 
the jike caſe, being flinderoufly'intreated of his c- 
nemies.Pſal.55.So1ct us caſt our burden uponthe
